ORDINANCE NO. 1557. N. S. 

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE DAYS AND HOURS 
OF BUSINESS OF PAWNBROKERS, JUNK DEALERS 
AND DEALERS IN SECOND HAND MERCHANDISE 
OF ANY KIND, AND PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR 
THE VIOLATION HEREOF. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of Oakland, 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. It is hereby declared to be unlawful for any 
person, firm, co-partnership, or corporation to maintain, con¬ 
duct, transact, open, keep open, or allow to be kept open, any 
store, shop, or place for the transaction of the business of, or 
any business of pawnbroker, junk dealer, or dealer in second 
hand merchandise of any kind, on any Sunday, or on the 1st day 
of January, the 22nd day of February, the-30th day of May, the 
4th day of July, the 9th day of September, the 1st Monday in 
September, the 25th day of December, or upon any day ap¬ 
pointed by the President of the United States, or by the Gover¬ 
nor of this State, for a public fast, thanksgiving or holiday; or 
at any time'except between the hours of 8:30 o’clock A. M. and 
6 o’clock P. M. of any day not hereinbefore specified. 

SECTION 2. Any person, firm, co-partnership, or corpor¬ 
ation violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred (100) dol¬ 
lars, or by imprisonment in the City Prison of the said c^ity of 
Oakland not exceeding ten (10) days, or by both said fine and 
imprisonment. 

SECTION 3. This ordinance shall take effect immediately.

The charter provides that as Chief of Police you are the 
chief executive officer of the Police Department and shall be 
held responsible for the execution of all laws and ordinances 
and the rules and regulations of the Police Department. 

I desire to instruct you, as administrative head of the Police 
Department, that not only are all laws and ordinances and rules 
and regulations of the Department to be enforced, but they 
are to be enforced without exception, without favor and with¬ 
out partiality in any particular. I shall leave the details of all 
administrative matters entirely to you, holding you strictly 
accountable for any failure or neglect in any of these 
particulars. 

It is not necessary to say, except for the purpose of em¬ 
phasis, that you are to see that all lottery houses, gambling 
joints and houses of prostitution are closed, if any are open at 
the present time, and that they remain closed. 

I desire further to direct you to furnish every assistance 
possible to the district attorney of this county in the matter of 
the police graft investigation, to the end that every vestige of 
graft or irregularity in the Police Department may be removed.

SUBJECT: PEDDLING AND PANHANDLING BY DISCHARGED 

SOLDIERS AND SAILORS 

1. It is the desire of the United States Government to see all ex- 
service men hack in legitimate jobs as soon as possible, and it is doing 
everything within its power to accomplish this purpose. The Emergency 
Employment Committee of the War Department, of which Colonel Arthur 
Woods is Chairman, has for its purpose the coordinating of the different 
Welfare Organizations throughout the country, with a view of facilitat¬ 
ing the speedy and suitable employment of ex-service men to legitimate 
and permanent jobs. This office has been to date successful in placing 
many of the ex-soldiers suitably through the different Welfare Organiza¬ 
tions who offer the most complete co-operation. There is no excuse for 
a man being out of a job if he wants to work, and if he does not want 
to work he should be prevented from commercializing-the uniform. 

2. Discharged soldiers are allowed to wear their uniforms for suffi¬ 


cient time to proceed to their homes only, at which time they are to dis¬ 
continue wearing the same. A maximum of three months from discharge 
is allowed for this purpose. The fact that the War Department is con¬ 
sidering permitting discharged soldiers to retain their uniforms indefin te’y, 
of course does not permit them to continue wearing the uniform beyond 
the period stated above. Should discharged soldiers be allowed to retain 
their uniforms it shall be considered a privilege only, the uniform to be 
kept as a souvenir. 

3. Under the present regulations of the United States Army, all dis¬ 
charged soldiers still wearing the uniform are required to wear on the 
left sleeve, point up, a red chevron, above the ellow. Any discharged 
soldier in uniform, not bearing a red chevron, is liable to be picked up 
and detained by the military authorities for sufficient time to establish 
his proper status. Every soldier at the time of discharge was given such 
chevron with instructions to wear same. 

4. To capitalize the use of the uniform is liable in certain instances 
to punishment under existing laws (Secs. 32, 37, U. S. Criminal Code, 
Sec. 125 National Defense Act. App. June 3, 1916). To insist that dis¬ 
charged soldiers wear the uniform while employed in soliciting subscrip¬ 
tions, etc., or to advertise for such soldiers, specifying that they must be 
in uniform, is to invite prosecution for aiding and abetting the unlawful 
use of the uniform. 

5. In some cases there are discharged men who would rather play on 
the sympathies of the public, soliciting funds, selling stocks, pat.iotic 
badges, subscriptions to new publications, to publications not in existence 
and never to be published, tickets to charitable functions, etc., than to go 
to work at a real job, because this course is more lucrative and less stren¬ 
uous than working at a position where ability and merit are the basis of 
compensation, rather than the sympathetic and charitable inclinations of 
the public for the returned soldier. 

6. Certain institutions are established and operated for procuring 
employment and giving relief to discharged soldiers, so that it is not 
necessary for any man to rely on charity. 

7. It is earnestly requested that you issue orders to your force to 
question men in uniform who seem to be loafing around the streets, and 
who are engaged in “panhandling,” house to house canvassing, and other 
work of this class and determine who has employed them. It is not our 
desire to have these men locked up, but on the contrary to see that they 
have every opportunity to procure legitimate work. With the able 
assistance of your force, the War Department can minimize the problem 
of reconstruction. We earnestly urge you to prosecute men who are not 
ex-service men but who are aiding and abetting the ex-service man to the 
unlawful use of the uniform. 

8. There are established in every city throughout the country any 
number of men, civilians, who are promoting this work and using the dis¬ 
charged soldier as a means of “a get rich quick plan.” The names of 
these men can be traced down through the ex-service men whom they em¬ 
ploy and then turned over to the city authorities. (For authority see 
Secs. 32, 37, U. S. Criminal Code, and also Sec. 125, National Defense 
Act. App. June 3, 1916.) 

9. Another feature which it is desirable to accomplish is to minimize 
wearing the uniform as overalls and workclothes, particularly in garages, 
factories, on street cars, delivery wagons, etc., but particularly to pro¬ 
hibit in effect cheap magazines or “bogus” magazines’ agents from 
using discharged men in uniform to solicit subscriptions for their maga¬ 
zines, many of which do not exist in fact, or are never delivered to sub¬ 
scribers. Attention is called to the fact that a number of advertisements 
appear in the daily newspapers from such agencies testifying that they 
will give discharged soldiers work with “big money” but stating that 
they must be in uniform. 

10. We respectfully request that you inform this office of the condi¬ 
tion existing in your city; and that you refrain from granting peddlers’ 
licenses, etc., to men in uniform. Cases where the ex-service men have 
not been taken care of by the Welfare Organizations should be reported 
to this office, giving the man’s name and address, and we will then see 
that the man is given employment.
